We are at a loas to divine tho motive 
of contemporary in misquoting and 
misrepresentiug the purpose of tliu rider 
moved by Coun. Higginatn Ooiin. Oraiit'B 
harbor iniprovement motion and car- 
ried unanimously at the last council 
meeting. ISo far from the oiTuct of tho 
rider being to make Esquimaltor Victoria 
a "mere toaobing plnoe," (he efifeot will be 
juat the reverae. The rider as printed by 
our esteemed contemporary would cer- 
tainly afford rooa> for that suspicion in the 
public mind. But our 0. 0. is wrong, as 
usual. By the aubatilution of a word of 
two for one of three letters he has 
entirely changed the meaning of the rider. 
It is a clamsy-firaud, one so easy ofidetec- 
tidn that We wonder that even so shallow 
a creature as our contemporary would 
lend himself to it. Tho rider ua quoted 
by tho Standard reads as follows: 

"And that tho city mombors bo ro- 
quested to ask that in any contract which 
may be made for the trans- Paoi&a ateam- 
ahip. Bervice vessels of the line 'shall be 
required to touch at Victoria or E> 
quimalt on the inwiird OR outward 
voyages." 

The rider as moved aud carried reads as 
follows: "That tho city mombera be re- 
quested to ask that in anj- contract which 
may be made for the trans-Pacific ateamahip 
service vessels of tho line shall be required 
to tonoh at Victoria or Esquimalt' while ou 
the inward AND outward voyagbs." Tlie 
ooutrast between the little word' "ot" and 
the little word "and" is evident to the most 
casual render. Ifad the word "or" been 
employed tlie objection of our contempor- 
ary would have been a good and valid one; 
but as "and" was used Lis objection fulls 
to the groinul. The object of tho rider is 
to make Victoria or Esqnimall the chief 
shipping port of tho China ves iela. Kither 
port will be the first the steamers will make 
after a long voyage, and the last they will 
yiait before . puttitig to .sea agam. 
To carry the "rider into effect 
would bo to attain the object which our 
contemporary profeaaoa tu bn ?.;!xiou3 to 
reach. Victoria or Esquimalt would be- 
come the "headquarters" of tho Chiaa 
fleet. Here stores would be bouRht and 
the ships coaled; goods for the island dis- 
•bargod; mails landed or made ai>,aDd the 
passengers go on board- or debark. 'While 
the inward-bound vessels were discharg- 
ing Victoria cargo, the mails, uaaaengora 
and light freight would be landed and 
dispatched via tho Island railway and 
the gulf to Vitncouver and thence be well 
on their way across the continent before 
the ship would bo ready to sail for Van- 
couver. On tho outward passage, while 
the ships were coaling at Esquimalt, 
mails, pasaeiigord and freight from East- 
ern Canada by tho latest trains would be 
put on beard and .sail in the vessel when 
ahe waa prepared for sea. It would bo 
an act of supremo folly to allow any 
agreement to be signed without remon- 
Btranco that did not contain the essence 
of the rider. To leave the matter 
to.the oaprice.or vpnyenienca of the com- 
pany wjiild be a'aenoaB mi.stake. It 
would expose the city to constant de- 
mands for "baeksheeth. The penalty of 
Doncomplianco being indirect cominuui- 
catioD with the Orient via Vancouver! 
If the spirit of the rider should bo adopt- 
ed by the contracting parties tho effect 
would be preoisely what oure. c. is striv- 
ing for. Wo give the Standard credit for 
ainccrity; but we must again express our 
inability to understand what end he seeks 
to serve in resorting to miareprusentation 
and fraud by changing the wording of 
Oouncillor Higgina' rider.

CALIFOllNIA. 
San Fbancisco, April 24.— Ernest 
Ayers, a resident of Iowa, .went this 
morning to Oaklano to say good-bye to 
his uncle prior to his return east.

EASTERN STATES.

The cur- 
tain wae drawn again, andlMIss Cunimings, 
arrayed in tho whito costunio of Luci;i, 
walked to tho centre of tha ataue.

M. dockyard is at Esquimalt, a harbor 
eaay of access at all aonaons of the yuar, 
by night or by day, and that the Trana- 
I'acitic steamers are to be lised as war 
veaaols, it ftdlowa that Her iSIajesty's gov- 
ernment will stipulate that these steam- 
ers will enter Esquimalt, both coming 
from and going to liurrard Inlet, eighty 
milos distant. llemcrnbBr, too, thiit the 
coaling station is at Esciiiinialt, and tho 
starting point ot tho Nanaimo railway is 
there also. Nanaitno is thirty miles from 
Burrard Inlet, over a clear sheet of water, 
and no obstructions in tho way. 'J'ho 
course of these Trans Pacific atoamcra 
cn route to Burrard Inlet (if they go 
there) will be only two or throe milos 
from the entrance of Esquimalt harbor 
and the outer wharves of Victoiia, Esqui- 
malt and Victoria are in dose jaxta^osi* 
tion. Considering that Victoria is ^he 
capital, tho aoal of government and the 
oominerciiil centre of British Columbia, 
and-thiit she has daily steumboat commu- 
nication with the Northern Pacific rail- 
way, and through this to all parts of the 
United Siiites of America, but more par- 
ticularly with Oregon and W#shington 
territory, it will be to the interest of the 
steainuliip company to call at Eaquimalt, 
mul it is a right tho centre of cuinrncrco 
nnd noat of government may demand. 
It must bo renionibored that these steam- 
ers will have goods and passengera, not 
only for Victoria but also for Pugot 
.Sound, the terminus, aa before said, of 
the Northern Pacific railivay. Tlioro is, 
too, a liirgo number of Chinese merchants 
ill Yieturia wliu, no doubt, would have 
Ohinuse goods consigned to them. These 
merchants are the suppliersr of tho 
OhinoBo through the whole of^tiritish 
Columbia, nnd will have obiiiiiiderable. 
trade with Washington and Oregon, If 
tho steamers did not stop at Esquimalt, 
but carried the goods to Burrard Inlet, 
they would lose a considerable portion of 
thu carriage of merchandize and passon- 
yora, as it would be more convenient for 
iheae tcTcome by tho San Francisco route 
and by rail to any part ofj,the United 
States, 80 lo Canada and oven Victoria. 
It will, therefore, bo to the interest nf 
the steamboat company to call at Esqui- 
malt. It must be remembered, too, that 
theae steamers will neceaaarily have, at 
curtaiu seasons of the year, to atop at 
lisquiinalt on account of the fogs, amoko 
and darkness that beset tho Canal de 
Haro, not forgetting the dangers of large 
atoanaers passing through its narrow and 
tortuous ohannols by night'.- Under theio 
circumstances it will often bo the quick- 
eat way to Bnrrard Inlet to tuke tho Na- 
naimo railway and the ateani ferry from 
there to Burrard lalot. It is also to be 
taken into account that tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway will occasionally be blocked, 
and then it will bo advantageous 
for the steamers to atnp at Esquimalt, 
as under theso circumstances the 
Northern Pacific railway can bo made use 
of, fur it by no moans follows that both 
would be blocked at the same time.

Homestead Act. 

To THE Editor: — S.J. Pitts vs. Bow 
Tong— In The Culonist of tho 23rd inat. 
appeared a report of the application of tho 
defundunt herein for an exemption of por- 
sonal property to the value of $500 from 
aeizure or aale under a warrant of execu- 
tion iasued by tho plaintiff in the action 
The only point worthy of mention waa 
omitted in the report handed you for pub- 
lication, viz : Whether tho execution 
creditor or the debtor should pay tho 
sheriff the cost of keeping poseoaaiun of 
the goods seized until the order was ob- 
tained deolariug the goods exempt, from 
sale. In tho recent case of Sehl vs. .Hum- 
phreya, Mr. Justice Gray decided that the 
debtor should pay the poaseasion nnnoy 
and costs of sheriil'; whereas in this case 
Mr.^'Justice Walkem expressly diasented 
from the judgment in Sehl vs. Hum- 
phreys and declined to order the debtor 
to pay the possession money, etc. 

I may observe that Mr. Juatica Walkem 
in this case adheres to the orinciple laid 
down by him in the c:i«b nf NichoUea v«. 
Winch (1883), whereas Mr. Juatice Gray 
in Sehl va. Humphreys adheres to. the 
principle laid by hiin in Lakin vs. 
Nuttall (1878). 

The result is we have two eminent 
judges of co-ordinate jurisdiction arriving 
at differentconcluaiona,
